INTERVIEWED. 


E d w in Stuart T elia S o m eth in g o f tho 
E x p tr lto c « o f o n Aeto r. 


To gratify any curiosity our readers 
might have in regard to Edwin Stuart the 
versatile actor, who delighted Dixon au­ 
diences some time since, h® 
intervied 
today. 
Considering his stage accomplishments, 
he is a youug man—thirty-three years. 
Lilah Stuart, the pleasing actress travel­ 
ing with him, is his wife. They have a 
little girl, who is living with her grand 
mother, and going to school at Cbatfield, 
Minn. 
It was at the fresh age of 17, when he 
was acting as property man for the old 
Mark M. Lloyd dramatic company that 
lie first appeared on tho stage, one Sep­ 
tember evening, in North Bridgewater, 
Mass., tak ing the minor part of Gaspar, 
in the Lady of Lyons. 
The honor of ap 
peaiing on the stage was thrust on him 
not sought, and it was at short notice, 
too-so short, indeed, that bis poor pre 
paration, togetherjwith his lack of con 
fidencc in himself, paved the way for a 
great balk . 
He managed to create the 
sensation of the evening, howeyer, be­ 
fore tho play bad finished. 
It was in hit 
part to leave the stage angrily, at an exit 
by way of a flimsy paper door. 
With bis 
back once turned to the audience, some 
of bis courage returned to him, which, 
with his hurry to get out of sigh, made 
his exit a most ludicrous one. 
He hit the 
door such a crack as k nock ed it off its frail 
hinges, aud caused it to fall oyer his 
shoulders, his head going through it in 
the lively fashion in which a circus- 
rider’s head goes through a paper cover­ 
ed hoop, and he marched off the stage 
with the dooronjhis shoulders lik e Samp­ 
son carrying the gates of Gaza. The ap­ 
plause was tremendous. 
The next season he found himself 
com 
ing up. 
He wus in the Boston Theatre. 
This was in 1870. 
In *71 and ’72 he was in 
tin* Globe Theatre,Boston Later this was 
in the « lays of stock companies—he was 
in the Providence Stock Company Opera 
House. 
In *73-4 
he was at McVick er’s 
Theatre, Chicago. 
Since then 
he has 
been starring and managing a company 
of bis « » wn, traveling principally in the 
South and West. 
N« ‘.\t season, Mr. Stuart will manage 
t wo companies— one to play in the East 
and another in the West. 
His versatility 
as an actor, though 
a very young man, 
is attested by the fact that during his first 
four nights in 
Moline, he handled -and 
handled them well 
the parts of an Am 
crican, a Frenchman, an Irishman, and a 
Gorman, 
Though singularly modest in 
regard to his interpretation of Rip Van 
Wink le, it is a character which he has 
studied for iwolve years, and he has not 
infrequently been compared as to it with 
Jefferson and McWade.

THE PRESIDENT ACTS. 


A PROCLAMATION T O T H E W ASHING' 
TON TERRITORY PEOPLE. 


W arning That the Chinese Must Be Left 
in Peace—A K erenae C utter's Gnns 
Turned on S eattle—The Situa­ 
tio n Very Serio us. 


W a s hin g to n 
C it y , 
N ov . 9. — Saturday 
afternoon 
President Cleveland i-auod a 
proclamation addressed to the citizens of 
Washingtou territory, in which, after a 
preamble, recounting the reports of intended 
outrage upon the Chinó se residents there, 
he says: 
Now, therefore, 
I, 
Grover Cleveland, 
president of the United States of America, 
do hereby command and warn all insurgents 
and all poisons who have assembled a t any 
point within the said territory of Washing­ 
ton for the unlawful purposes aforesaid to 
desist therefrom and to disporse and retire 
peaceably to their respective abodes on or 
before Hi o’clock meridian on the 8fch day of 
November instant 
And I do admonish all good citizens of 
the United States and all persons within the 
lim its and jurisdiction thereof against aid­ 
ing, abetting, countenancing, or taking any 
part in any such unlawful acts or as.sem* 
olages.

S e at t l e , W. T., Nov. 9.—Notwithstand­ 
ing tho agreement of the Chinese to leave 
here, tho feeling has hourly been growing 
mere bitter. 
The better class of citizens 
have Iwen thoroughly cowed by agitators 
and hoodlums, and tho gravest apprehen­ 
sions ore felt 
At 11 o’clock Friday night the revenue 
cutter Oliver W alcott steamed into port, 
and a t daylight Haturday m orning was 
anchored opposite the city, with her two 
twelve-pounders trained 
on the Chinese 
quarters. Notwithstanding this a committee 
of agitator* visited the Chinamen and told 
them to leave a t ones. 
The Chinese are 
leaving as rapidly as possible, but the anti- 
Chinese elem ent does not seem inclined to 
a llo w them the time necessary to arrange 
their affairs. 
Three companies of the Fourteenth in 
fantry, with a battery of artillery, arrived 
here by special train nt § o’clock Hunday 
morning. 
The county authorities have distributed 
fifty W inchester rifles to responsible citi­ 
zens as a protection to Chinamen until 
troops arrive. 
The president’s proclamation has some­ 
w hat dampened the ardor of the agitator*. 
When the anti-Chinese cominittoo learned 
of the approach of troop* they appealed to 
the miners a t Kenton, New Castle, Black 
Diamond, and Franklin to come to their 
assistance. 
Officials of the Columbia & 
Puget Bound railroad, however, ►ide-tracked 
train*, and miners cannot posiibly got here. 
L a te r —No demonstration 
was made 
when the troops arrived and everything is 
quiet. 
The feeling against the Chinamen 
among the private soldiers is apparently 
quite as bitter as among the laboring men. 
Several times parties of soldiers have a t­ 
tacked Chinamen. 
In one instance a China­ 
man was protected by a prominent Knight 
of Labor, who thoroughly whipped the 
Foldier who attacked him. 
P o rtla n d . Ore., Nov. 9—The situation at 
Tacoma is reported to bo very turbulent, 
although it is hopod that the president’s 
proclamation may have a quelling effect 
There were good reasons to fear that the 
agitation against the Chinese would result 
in another Rock Springs massacre or worn« , 
and many prominent people were among 
those who were encouraging the most vio­ 
lent moa-ures. 
The Ledger newspaper wa* 
outspoken in its indorsemet of riot and 
refused t » publish protest* against the same* 
Id is loarnod from Vancouver that indict- 
mente have Leon found ugairnfc thirty*tw * 
persons of Tacoma for participation in out­ 
rages agaiu-'t tin* Chine o a t that place.

McCullough, the actor, died a t five minutes 
past 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon a t bis resi­ 
dence, 36t East Thompson street. He passed 
away withont a struggle and didn’t even 
utter a groan. 
For several hours prior to 
his death, there were present Mr*. Wert, 
his daughte% Mrs. James McCullough, his 
daughter-in-law; Mrs. John McCullough; 
William F. Johnson, his legal adviser; Dr. 
Engle, and hi* Durse William N utt 
He wa* brought here from the New York 
asylum a couple of week» ago, and his im ­ 
provement the past few days had been so 
marked that his death caused considerable 
surprise. 
His physician had given 
his 
family and friends reason to hope for hb 
final recovery, and that he would return to 
the stage. 
No arrangements have yet been 
made for hi* funeral. 
Mr. McCullough leaves a widow and two 
sons and a daughter. 
He was in his 53d 
year. 
Dr. Hugo Engel, McCullough’s physician, 
says death was due to an affection of the 
brain cau^d by blood poisoning. 
He also 
asserts that McCullough was perfectly sane 
and that he should not have been placed iu 
the Bloomingdale insane asylum. 
Mr. McCullough’s failing mental power* 
were first apparent in January, 1884, and 
in April of that year he failed altogether pn 
“Othello” 
in Washington. 
His ailm ent 
manifested itself thenceforth in the loss of 
memory. 
At times the prompter bad to 
follow him about the stage. 
He went to 
Carlsbad last summer and returned in 
August. 
He played a few night’» in Mil­ 
waukee and then went to Chicago. 
His 
la« t appearance on the stage was in that 
city. 
On the night of Sept. 29, 1884, while 
performing as Spartacus in “The Gladi­ 
ator,” his condition was so bad that the 
curtain was dropped a t the end of the sec­ 
ond act. 
He wa* painfully incoherent and 
wandariug, and Jus attem pts to collect him ­ 
self were most pitiful. 
He gradually grew 
worse until Sunday, occasionally improv­ 
ing 
a 
little, 
bat 
his 
friend« 
al­ 
ways 
believed 
there 
could 
be 
no 
complete 
recovery. 
He 
was 
brought 
to this city Sunday night, Oof. 25, just 
two weeks ago, and taken to the residence 
of his family where he died. 
A t the time 
he recognized no one, not even his wife or 
two sons, and bad no control of bis muscles, 
except a little over those of his right arm. 
He regained the use of hfs limb» slowly, 
aud in a few days wa* able to raise himself 
to a sitting posture. 
He continued in this 
condition utifft 8tmday. 
McCullough was born in Coleraine, County

any doubt on board the Merriinac there 
none on board the Monitor, which kept 
straig ht on her course, and the Confeder 
ates saw th at in a few moments she would 
be directly along side of them. 
The Merrl* 
mac opened fire from her forward g un upon 
what seemed more like a larg e fionting buoy 
than a man-of-war, but, not having a frig ­ 
ate's broadside to aim at, the shot passed 
harmlessly over. 
MEASURING THEIIt STRENGTH. 
The 
Monitor’s 
utiswering 
g uns 
were 
better aimeJ. 
The solid eleven Inch shots 
struck the Merritnao fairly , with a blow 
that resounded throug h the vessel. 
This 
was returned by a broadside from the 
Merrimac, but those shots th at struck tbo 
turret g lanced harmlessly off. 
Both vessels 
then turned and approached each othor 
still closer, the Monitor firing about every 
seven minute« , each shot striking the Merri­ 
mac. 
The latter vessel, having lo» t part 
of her smokestack the day before, was not 
working so well, the chief eng ineer report­ 
ing th at the draft was so poor that it was 
with g reat difficulty he could 
keep up 
etaam. The M errimacdrew twenty -three feet 
of water, and was thus confined to a narrow 
channel, while the Monitor, drawing but 
twelve feet, could take any position and 
alway s keep within rang e of her antag onist's 
g uns, and, throug h the enemy had m any 
more g uns, tbo Monitor stuck so close to 
her adversary that the latter could use but 
a small porprortlon of them. 
Worden's plan was to keep near to his 
enemy and endeavor to break in her sides 
with his solid shot 
Tit» Merrimao kept up 
as rapid a fire as pig siblo upon what 
was 
visible of the Monitor, pausing now and 
then when the smoke cleared off to see 
whother the little vessel had been demol­ 
ished, but alway s finding ber apparently 
unharmed and active as ever pouring In hor 
solid shot and shaking the g reat ironclad’s 
hug e frame iu a manner which her officers 
feared mig ht it) the long run cripple their 
ship. 
WHAT MIGHT HAVE IIEEN. 
The Monitor had on board some forty 
steel shot, which it was intended to firs 
with heavy charg es in case of un encounter 
with the Merrimac, but previous to leaving 
New York Lieut. 
Worden received order» 
from the bureau of ordnance not to use those 
shot with the increased charg e« , us fifteen 
pounds of powder was as much as tin 
elevon-inch g uns would bear. 
Worden felt 
oblig ed to conform to those instructions, as 
the responsibility of 
bursting the g uns 
would have fallen upon him. 
it was subse­ 
q uently proved by ex periment that the 
eleven-inch Hahlg rons would easily bear 
twenty -five pounds of powder, and this 
difference in the charg e « if the g uns as i<* 
now known, would liavo made all the dif­ 
ference in the world in the result. 
The 
Merrlmac’s arm or would have l» een broken, 
and she would have been a t the mercy of 
the Monitor, as her speed was not sufficient 
to have enabled her to escape. 
At last Jones thoug ht he saw a chance of 
ramming the Monitor, 
and g ave the or­ 
der to g o ahead at full spaed, but before the 
g reat vessel could g ather headway tho ag ilo 
Monitor turnoj, and the disable I prow of 
the Merrimac g ave a g lancing blow, which 
did no harm whatever. 
Ag ain the Monitor 
came upon the Merrimac's q uarter, her bow 
actually ag ainst the ship’s side, and at this 
distance fired 
twice. 
Roth shots struck 
about half way up the Merrimac’« armor, 
abreast of the after pivot, and so sever« » 
was the blow that the side was force 1 in 
several inches. 
The crew of the after g um 
were knocked over 
by the 
concussion, 
bleeding from the nose and ears. 
A few 
more shot« in the same place would have 
made an opming , and had Worden known 
this at the time, he would doubtless hav** 
taken the responsibility *»f using double 
charg es of powder and the steel 
sh ot, and 
thereby secured a complete victory .

Tin (fig li t here are many staples of food 
common t» the Chinese and Caucasian« 
alik *, still there are many peculiaritie« con­ 
imelo I with the preparation and cooking of 
the ordinary diet of the Cele« tials utterly 
repug nant and « listó teful to whlt> men, ani 
many varieties of ntiimal and 
veg etable 
vi'inds entirely unknown to us. 
I’iKOng 
throug h the Chinese q uarter, 
nim **t the first thing which arresta the 
attention of the Caucasian visitor i ; the 
number of sq uare, amber-hue l, clieese-lik» 
cake» , inscrib'd with Chiuese character« , 
which may be seen ex posed in the stall* of 
almo*t every Mong olian victualor. 
Tho-e, 
however, are not chee« e*, 
but simply lw*an 
cake« , ex porte 1 from China, w'loro they 
are manufactured by crushing 
the beam 
aud driving off the oil in a circular troug h 
with a massive st me wheel drawn by ox en. 
Sido by side with those» chi'use-lik » cake« 
may 1m» often noticed soft, whity , creamy 
curds of the consistency and appearance of 
blane-nmug h. 
These are not milk curds, 
but bean curds, and are g enerally prepared 
during the nig ht, so a« to be ready for the 
matutinal meal. 
The 
bean« are first re­ 
duced to flour by the ordinary hand-mill; 
tin* U iur i« then passed, 
first throug h a 
¡•trainer of coarse calico, anti afterward 
throug h one of a finer q uality . 
It i« then 
boiled for an hour over a » low fire until it 
attains the proper consistency . 
The y ellow 
color of the former, or cheese-like cakes, i« 
imparted by mix ing the bean flour with 
water, g y psum, and tumeric. 
Those curds and cakes are esteemed as a 
g reat delicacy by the Chinese. 
Another 
tionne-boucho prepare I from beans is what 
are termed b» an-shoots. 
These, which may 
be soen in small q uantities in the Chinese 
markets, are prepared as follows: The beans 
are deposited in eoa rae earthenw are jam, 
which are filled with very clear spring 
water. 
In a few hours the w ater is drawn 
off by the removal of plug s, and this proeess 
is repeated six times in the twenty -four 
hours. 
At tbs end of seven day s the beans
